The United Nations has come to 
ah ominous dead end in its efforts 
to halt 
the menacing 
march of 


events in the Balkans. Once again 
the Soviet veto has been invoked 
to nullify the will of the majority 
of civilized mankind. The compar 
atively mild and inoffensive Aus 
tralian and American proposals— 
They amounted only to an appeal 
to the Soviet satellites to cease and 
desist in their campaign against 
Greece—were thrown out altnough 
only Russia and Poland of the 11 
security council • members opposed 
them. 
The atmosphere at Lake Success 
last night alter this breakdown of 
the peace machinery 
was charged 
with gloom. Tne Security Council 
admitted its inability to go further, 
'i'he United States delegate already 
had said that this country would 
not stand idly by 
even 
if 
the 


United Nations were unable to act. 
But even tnat assurance of Amer 
lean determination to help Greece 
nad an ominous significance lor ad 
voeates o£ the United Nations, and 
world peace machinery. If it is 
carried into effect it means that 
once more the United States and 
its Inends, in order to get effec 
live action, must bypass, work out 
side, 
perhaps 
eventually 
even 
abandon the organization that was 
erected so hopeiully in San Fran 
Cisco as victory was being won on 
the battlefields.

How America and 
her 
friends 
can move to prevent the engulf 
ment ol Greece in the totalitarian 
tiae that has swept over most of 
southeastern Europe remains to be and ar 
indicated. 
Any fclfective course thoven. 
must be plotted with tne utmost 
care, lor tne consequences may be 
fan-caching and terrible. But the 
i course ol those who have worked 
| to prevent a unified eiiort ot keep 
jpcace in the Balkans is becoming 
clearer. 
The indications are strong that

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 20 — (fp>— 


Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half. 


With that in mind, the sponsor- 
as well as Republicans to "say a 
ing 
committee invited Democrats 
as well as Republicansto "say a 
few words about Joe." 


Martin, at his home 
in North 


Attleboro, was to make a brass- 
band - preceded entry into Fall 
River to accept Fall River's big 
celebration of "Joe Martin Day."

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half.

With Mr. John'dn's speech, and 
its promise to carry the Ureeic pro-

The United Nations has come to 
ah ominous dead end in its efforts 
to halt 
the menacing 
march of 


events in the Balkans. Once again 
the Soviet veto has been invoked 
to nullify the will of the majority 
of civilized mankind. The compar 
atively mild and inoffensive Aus 
tralian and American proposals— 
They amounted only to an appeal 
to the Soviet satellites to cease and 
desist in their campaign against 
Greece—were thrown out altnough 
only Russia and Poland of the 11 
security council • members opposed 
them.

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half. 


With that in mind, the sponsor- 
as well as Republicans to "say a 
ing 
committee invited Democrats 
as well as Republicansto "say a 
few words about Joe."

Attleboro, was to make a brass- 
band - preceded entry into Fall 
River to accept Fall River's big 
celebration of "Joe Martin Day."

Rock. Hearing an dpossiblc 
trial 


for the amended complaint was set 
for next Friday. 


The chancellor's ruling sustained 
a commission demurrer to a peti- 
tion filed last week seeking to have 
the Little Rock award setaside. 
Before the 
ruling 
was 
made, 
counsel for the Hot Springs forces 
agreed to rest their case on • the 
legality of the award and not to 
seek an order forcing the stadium 
commission to place the stadium at 
the resort city. 


Assistant Attorney General 
Ike 
Murry, representing the commis- 
sion, indicated he would file a de- 
murrer to the amended complaint. 
The Hot Springs complainants, led 
by Mayor Eari Ricks and various 
resort city civic leaders and rep- 
resented at today's hearing by Dep- 
utv Prosecuting Attorney Nathan 
Schocnield, Senalor Ernest Maner 
and Rep. Lloyd Darnell, contended 
that Little Rock's bid lor the stadi- 
um, was illegal and therefore the 
commission's award of the athletic 
plant was invalid, 


The petitioners argued that Lit- 
tle Rock's

was 
illegal 
on 


giounds that the capital cuys bid 
aid not include contribution of a 
site as required by the stadium 
act (249 of 1947) and interpreted 
by the stadium commission.

The United Nations has come to 
ah ominous dead end in its efforts 
to halt

events in the Balkans. Once again 
the Soviet veto has been invoked 
to nullify the will of the majority 
of civilized mankind. The compar 
atively mild and inoffensive Aus 
tralian and American proposals— 
They amounted only to an appeal 
to the Soviet satellites to cease and 
desist in their campaign against 
Greece—were thrown out altnough 
only Russia and Poland of the 11 
security council • members opposed 
them.

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half. 


With that in mind, the sponsor-

committee invited Democrats 
as well as Republicansto "say a 
few words about Joe."

Martin Still 
Not Looking i 
to GOP ticket

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 20 — (fp>— 


Speaker Joseph Martin 
says he 


isn't looking for a place on the 1948 
GOP presidential ticket 
but Re- 


publican Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine suggested today 
the Mas- 
sachusetts congressman may be in 
the running. 


Speaking at a clambake for Mar- 


tin—billed officially as a non-parti- 
san testimonial — Brewster assert- 
ed in a prepared address: 
"From modest and humble be- 


ginnings Joe Martin has risen to 
the position of number two man in 
the most powerful nation on earth. 
The end may not be yet. 


"x x x For a leader in this most 
tumultous era America would do 
well to consider one of this cha- 
racter and caliber with a knowledge 
of the governmental machine pos- 
sessed by few men.". 


Martin 
said 
in 
an interview 
earlier that he neither is, nor ex- 
pects to become, a candidate for 
the Republican presidential or vice- 
presidential nomination — but he 
significantly didn't want to close 
the door on the unexpected. 
The speaker said he had been 
telling a lot of people—almost any- 
body who cares to listen — that 
"I'm not a candidate and I don't 
expect to be a candidate." 


That goes, Martin said, for first 
and second place on the 1948 GOP 
ticket. 


But there would be, the speaker 


indicated, no statement from him 
that he wouldn't accept the nomi- 
nation or serve if he were elected. 
This hesitancy of Martin to take 
himself out of the race left Mas- 
sachusetts Republicans scratching 
their heads over him and two other 
possible "favorite son"candidates 
—Senators Leverett Saltonstall and 
Hernry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
Fall River, traditionally Demo- 


cratic, had none of this indecision. 
It was giving Joe Martin a clam- 
bake today because he is speaker 
of the House, the man who would 
become president if anything hap- 
pened to Mr. Truman and a con- 
gressional veteran it always liked 
but seldom voted for. 


Martin surprised the Democrats 
by carrying the city in last year's 
election. Usually he brings about 
a 30.000 majority from the rest of 
his district into the city limits and 
leaves with it whittled in half.

With Mr. John'dn's speech, and 
its promise to carry the Ureeic pro- 
blem 
to the general 
Assemuly, 


that body suddenly assumed great 
importance. Usually thought of as

_^ng society, the Assembly may, by 
1 *'ts recommendation on the 


situation, do what the Security Co- 
uncil has been unable to do—force 
action un a "threat lo world peace 
in spite o£ the Soviet veto.

However, this government has

It was clear from Mr. Johnson's 
speech that the U. S. will take no 
drastic action until the Assembly 
has made its recommendation.

legality of the award and not to 
seek an order forcing the stadium 
commission to place the stadium at 
the resort city.

The Hot Springs complainants, led 
by Mayor Eari Ricks and various 
resort city civic leaders and rep- 
resented at today's hearing by Dep- 
utv Prosecuting Attorney Nathan 
Schocnield, Senalor Ernest Maner 
and Rep. Lloyd Darnell, contended 
that Little Rock's bid lor the stadi-

cording to the Book of Proverbs, 
lhat arc "abomination to 
the 
Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak. 


A man has to sctlle wilh his 


own mind and will what sort of 
man he is going lo be—a man of 
integrity, or a clieater and grafter. 
According lo that decision nc will 
be living upon!and robbing others, 
no matter by what polite legal fic- 
tion his action may be covered.

tax-gatherer, who climbed into a 
tree to see Jesus and climbed down 
to receive the Maslcr as his seif- 
inviled guest, heard Ihc Master's 
declaration,

That was the .portion that a con-

That plain sort of honesty with

So, honesty, like charily, begins 


al home; but like charity it does 
lot stay there. It reaches out into 
every sphere and relationship of 
,ife. 
And it is the only basis upon 


which life can be sound and whole- 
some, and even safe. Only today 
I have been reading a list of the 
names and offenses of firms pros- 
ecuted under the v food and drug 
law. Appallingly, it conlains Ihe 
names of some of Ihe bcsl known 
firms in Ihc country, emphasizing 
how much the very food lhat we 
eat and the drugs we use depend 
upon the simple integrity of Ihose 
who produce Ihem. Honesty is our 
deepest need.

Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak. 


A man has to sctlle wilh his 


own mind and will what sort of 
man he is going lo be—a man of 
integrity, or a clieater and grafter. 
According lo that decision nc will 
be living upon!and robbing others, 
no matter by what polite legal fic- 
tion his action may be covered.

tree to see Jesus and climbed down

And it is the only basis upon

Only today 
I have been reading a list of the 
names and offenses of firms pros- 
ecuted under the v food and drug 
law. Appallingly, it conlains Ihe 
names of some of Ihe bcsl known 
firms in Ihc country, emphasizing 
how much the very food lhat we 
eat and the drugs we use depend 
upon the simple integrity of Ihose 
who produce Ihem. Honesty is our 
deepest need.

There arc 
certain things, ac- 


cording to the Book of Proverbs, 
lhat arc "abomination to 
the 
Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak.

There arc 
certain things, ac- 


cording to the Book of Proverbs, 
lhat arc "abomination to 
the 
Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak. 


A man has to sctlle wilh his 


own mind and will what sort of 
man he is going lo be—a man of 
integrity, or a clieater and grafter. 
According lo that decision nc will 
be living upon!and robbing others, 
no matter by what polite legal fic- 
tion his action may be covered. 


When 
Zachacus, 
the

tax-gatherer, who climbed into a 
tree to see Jesus and climbed down 
to receive the Maslcr as his seif- 
inviled guest, heard Ihc Master's 
declaration,

That plain sort of honesty with

So, honesty, like charily, begins 


al home; but like charity it does 
lot stay there. It reaches out into 
every sphere and relationship of 
,ife. 
And it is the only basis upon 


which life can be sound and whole- 
some, and even safe. Only today 
I have been reading a list of the 
names and offenses of firms pros- 
ecuted under the v food and drug 
law. Appallingly, it conlains Ihe 
names of some of Ihe bcsl known 
firms in Ihc country, emphasizing 
how much the very food lhat we 
eat and the drugs we use depend 
upon the simple integrity of Ihose 
who produce Ihem. Honesty is our 
deepest need.

When joint cartilages wear out,

cording to the Book of Proverbs, 
lhat arc "abomination to

Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak. 


A man has to sctlle wilh his 


own mind and will what sort of 
man he is going lo be—a man of 
integrity, or a clieater and grafter. 
According lo that decision nc will 
be living upon!and robbing others, 
no matter by what polite legal fic- 
tion his action may be covered.

tax-gatherer, who climbed into a 
tree to see Jesus and climbed down 
to receive the Maslcr as his seif-

Only today 
I have been reading a list of the 
names and offenses of firms pros- 
ecuted under the v food and drug 
law. Appallingly, it conlains Ihe 
names of some of Ihe bcsl known 
firms in Ihc country, emphasizing 
how much the very food lhat we 
eat and the drugs we use depend 
upon the simple integrity of Ihose 
who produce Ihem. Honesty is our 
deepest need.

Lord." Among these are "a false 
balance" (11:1), and "lying lips" 
(12:22). 


Whatever the Lord auomlnatcs 


is bad for man. The dishonest or 
lying persons sins against his 1'el- 
lowman, as well as against his 
Maker. Society depends for its 
very existence, as well as for its 
welfare and security, upon honesty 
iiT daily life and its relationships. 
The facl that so many people arc 
honest enables society to go on, 
and it is because so many people 
are dishonest that we have so many 
menacing problems 
and so little 


world security. 


Honesty begins with the individ- 
ual in more ways than one. It 
has its rise and beginning in hon- 
esty with one's self. Many people 
are nol honest with 
themselves. 


They live in a world of illusion, or 


I ot self-delusion. The dishonest man 
would despise himself it he faced 
up honestly to what he actually is. 
He avoids that by the alibi that 
"other people do it," "you can't 
dp business and be honesl," and 
similar by-words of Ihe weak. 


A man has to sctlle wilh his 


own mind and will what sort of 
man he is going lo be—a man of 
integrity, or a clieater and grafter. 
According lo that decision nc will 
be living upon!and robbing others, 
no matter by what polite legal fic- 
tion his action may be covered.

tax-gatherer, who climbed into a 
tree to see Jesus and climbed down

Appallingly, it conlains Ihe 
names of some of Ihe bcsl known 
firms in Ihc country, emphasizing 
how much the very food lhat we 
eat and the drugs we use depend 
upon the simple integrity of Ihose 
who produce Ihem. Honesty is our 
deepest need.

They did, and 
from thatday, as long as Kelly 
reigned, nnd as long as Roosevelt 
lived, the Communists knew that 
they couldn't get away with it in 
Chicago.

He was a law and 
order man. 


Mr. Bergoff's business was the

just bums, no good for either work- 
ing or fighting.

.heir pickets were not necessarily 
itrikers. Bergoff's men were called 
inks. The union pickets were call- 
ed gooris. They were more danger 
ous thnn finks hnd been because

:raitors and there was a r-^leton

organization 
among 


:hem and Roosevelt 
was 
behind 


Lhem. They had officers, and posts 
of command and intelligence and 
communications. But hardly one in 
a hundred of them was an actual 
striker. 


In Bergoff's time, when the finks 


moved into a plant and barred the 
doors for a siege, the 
workmen 


caught inside had to 
stay. 
The 


unioncers 
told 
some 
pathetic 


stories of wretched toilers com- 
pelled to array themselves against 
their fellow slaves in long beleag- 
jertnent. But the same tiling hap- 
pened again when Lewis was or- 
ganizing his C. I. O. now the face- 
less wretches, trapped when the 
goons yelled "sitdown strike," were 
forced to destroy properly and pre- 
tend to like it. They could get 
their heads split open for asking 
to be let out. They were criminal's 
ayainst their will. 


On the outside picket lines, the 


unioneers paid regular day wages 
to bums to carry signs just as 
Bercoif had paid his finks to rattle 
machinery and make a noise like 
an industrial hum when he was 
going strong.

So, as 1 said to Peglcr when 


Bergoff died, Pearl was a wonder- 
ful strikebreaker, and personally, 
I told Pegler, I think he was clean- 
er, and more honest 
than

union boss in the U.S.A. Breaking 
strike was a straight business with 
him. 
He never rumbled about de- 


mocracy or human rights.

It is the greatest vegtarian 
crisis since Bernarr MacFaddeh 
bit into his first carrot and found 
it real.

lovyer classes is a problem of slow 
questioning.

Even Mohandas Gandhi 
has solemnly endorsed cow wor- 
ship. For this holy man of India 
to do otherwise would be political 
suicide, as if President 
McKinley 


lad suddenly come out against the 
tariff.

Says Russia 
Aims to Stir 
Up the World 
• 
* 


By JOHN L. STEELE 
Washington, Aug. 21 — (UP) — 


Library of Congress experts said 
today that Russia's foreign policy 
is intolerant and suspicious, and is 
aimed at stirring up world revolu- 
tion. 


In a report prepared for the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
the experts said the ultimate goal 
of Soviet policy is the same today 
as in the time of Lenin — "a com- 
plete change of the world's politi- 
cal, 
economic, social and cultural 
setup." 
"At the base of Soviet 
foreign 
pol," they said, "lies the desire 
to make the world safe for commu- 
nism or sovietism." 
The report drawn up at the com- 


mittees request, noted that U.S.- 
Russian relations have "deterior- 
tated dangerously" since the two 
nations worked as "the great allies 
of World War II." 


It described the quest for effec- 


tive international control, of 
the 
atomic bomb as the principal is- 
sue between the two world powers 
today. The experts said prospects 
of sharing atomic secrets with Rus- 
sia were "frightening" because the 
result might well be "two Garth- 
ages, not one Rome." 


However, they spurned 
sugges- 
tions of a "preventive" war with 
th2 Soviets before Russia perfects 
the bomb. 


The report said few authorities 


on international affairs believe that 
Russia really wants war 
or 
is 
ready for war at the present time. 


Prepared by the library's legis- 


lative reference service, the report 
came to light only two days after 
a similarly critical appraisal 
ot 


Russia by Secretary of Comrnert'e 
W. Averell Harriman. The onetime 
U. S. ambassador to Moscow said 
bluntly that rampant Russian im- 
perialism has submerged 
nearly 


all of eastern Europe and 
now 


threatens western Europe. He add 
ed that this country's ability 
to 


retaliate with atomic weapons was 
"the greatest 
possible 
deterrent 
against the use of military force 
by others." 
The experts' report 
urged 


American

moral leadership in an effort 
to 


avert the possibility of 
continuet 
Soviet aggression "bringing work 
peace to a sudden 
end." 


The survey almost certainly wil 
receive serious consideration from 
Senate committee members who

told 
some 
pathetic 


stories of wretched toilers com- 
pelled to array themselves against 
their fellow slaves in long beleag- 
jertnent. But the same tiling hap- 
pened again when Lewis was or- 
ganizing his C. I. O. now the face- 
less wretches, trapped when the 
goons yelled "sitdown strike," were 
forced to destroy properly and pre- 
tend to like it. They could get 
their heads split open for asking 
to be let out. They were criminal's 
ayainst their will. 


On the outside picket lines, the 


unioneers paid regular day wages 
to bums to carry signs just as 
Bercoif had paid his finks to rattle 
machinery and make a noise like 
an industrial hum when he was 
going strong.

So, as 1 said to Peglcr when 


Bergoff died, Pearl was a wonder- 
ful strikebreaker, and personally, 
I told Pegler, I think he was clean-

Says Russia 
Aims to Stir 
Up the World 
• 
* 


By JOHN L. STEELE 
Washington, Aug. 21 — (UP) — 


Library of Congress experts said 
today that Russia's foreign policy 
is intolerant and suspicious, and is 
aimed at stirring up world revolu- 
tion. 


In a report prepared for the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
the experts said the ultimate goal 
of Soviet policy is the same today 
as in the time of Lenin — "a com- 
plete change of the world's politi- 
cal, 
economic, social and cultural 
setup." 
"At the base of Soviet 
foreign

Prepared by the library's legis- 


lative reference service, the report 
came to light only two days after 
a similarly critical appraisal

Russia by Secretary of Comrnert'e 
W. Averell Harriman. The onetime 
U. S. ambassador to Moscow said 
bluntly that rampant Russian im- 
perialism has submerged 
nearly 


all of eastern Europe and

threatens western Europe. He add 
ed that this country's ability 
to 


retaliate with atomic weapons was 
"the greatest 
possible 
deterrent 
against the use of military force 
by others."
